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Stabbing investigation continues 

18-year-old Mike Westlund remains in hospital, recovering from stabbing

RCMP continue their investigation trying 
to determine how three teens were 
stabbed at a rural residence south of 
Carstairs. 

On March 11 Didsbury RCMP, Mountain 
View Regional Emergency Services 
(MVRES), and the Carstairs Fire 
Department all responded to an assault 
call. 

“Our crews were notified at approxi¬ 
mately 11:30 p.m at night of an event south 
of Carstairs that involved multiple people, 
with multiple stabbings,” explained 
MVRES executive director Nick Thane. 
“We responded and waited for the RCMP 
to arrive, just because of the scene situa¬ 
tion." 

Carstairs Fire Chief Thane Schaffer, one 
of the fire department members which 
responded, says that it’s protocol for the 
department to respond in these types of 
situations. 

“We responded to the scene to assist the 
Mountain View Regional ambulance that 
were on scene and they transported 
patients, and we remained on scene to 
assist the RCMP with their investigation,” 
Sc haffer explained. “It’s standard protocol 
to be the first responders. There is a card 
sotting of different levels of priority... we 
respond to the three most serious cate¬ 
gories out of five." 

Both MVRES and the Carstairs’ Fire 
Department art* required to wait for police 


presence before they respond to a scene of 
this nature. 

RCMP still are not releasing many partic¬ 
ulars about the situation, however it is 
known that the incident happened in a 
rural, party-like setting where youth from 
both the Carstairs and City of Calgary 
areas were present. 

The reason for the assaults is being 
blamed on hockey rivalry, however RCMP 
wouldn’t confirm this. 

“I can't say that is true and I can’t say 
that it is not true. I don’t want to say any¬ 
thing that could hinder our investigation," 
said Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer. 

Of the three youth who were stabbed, 
the only name that has been confirmed is 
18-year-old Mike* Westlund. Westlund, who 
is a grade 12 student at Carstairs’ Hugh 
Sutherland School (HSS) was the most 
severely ir\jured, and at the time of the inci¬ 
dent was put into the intensive care unit at 
Calgary’s Foothills Hospital. 

The other two youth, whose ages and 
names have not been released, have both 
since been released from hospital. 

According to Mike’s older brother, 
Richard Westlund, the teen is starting to 
recover. 

“He is making improvements every day,” 
Richard said. “He is making strides every 
day. He is getting a little bit better every 
day and everybody here is really happy 
that he is doing as good as he is... he is a 
real fighter.” 

Mike is one of five children, and it Ls the 
large Westlund family as well as the com¬ 
munity which has made this tragedy as 


bearable as it could be. 

“It’s tough on everyone but we have a 
real good family, so everybody is support¬ 
ing everyone else,” Richard said. “And, it’s 
not just our family. We have had lots of vis¬ 
itors from the community come and bring 
food, people have sent cards and flowers 
and Mike has had lots of his friends stop 

by.” 

“The people from Carstairs and outside 
of Carstairs that know Mike and the family 
have been wonderful. They have been real¬ 
ly, really good to the family for sure," 
Richard added. 

As far as what happened the night of the 
stabbings, Richard wouldn’t give any 
details on what his family has been told. 

“I wasn’t there, so I am not in the posi¬ 
tion to say anything." 

Administration, teachers, and students 
throughout Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) are hoping for the best, 
and send their thoughts out to the 
Westlund family, as well as the other stab¬ 
bing victims. 

“We always want kids to be safe, no mat¬ 
ter where they are and we try to help them 
with decisions and help them make good 
decisions so that they remain safe,” CESD 
Superintendent Jim Gibbons said. “Our 
hearts really go out to both of the families, 
the one in particular. It’s such a tragedy 
and we hope this student (Westlund) 
recovers fully).” 

HSS’s Vice-Principal Sean McKenna says 
that following the weekend stabbings, the 
school was on partial lockdown and the 
RCMP were present. 


“Monday we had the school division’s 
crisis team here. We had four counsellors 
here to provide support to the students 
that were traumatized by (the event) or felt 
like they needed to talk. We also had the 
RCMP here up until about noon because 
there were just concerns about retaliations 
from Calgary and that sort of stuff, so we 
felt it would be best that we have police 
presence. Of course nothing happened 
though,” McKenna said. 

At the beginning of the week there were 
a lot of bitter, emotional students but 
things are getting back to normal said 
McKenna. 

“Things have kind of eased off now. 
There was a lot of anger all week and kids 
have needed to sort of talk it out and get it 
out because they were quite angry over the 
situation and how it all happened,” 
McKenna said. 

Janet Cornell, the school’s family well¬ 
ness worker, is available for students who 
still need to talk in the weeks to come. 

“We don't really have any further infor¬ 
mation we can release at this time, other 
than the investigation is continuing," 
Fischer said. “No charges have t**en laid to 
date... we are still collecting evidence.” 

Sgt. O’Dwyer says that one part of the 
puzzle that they still need is to talk to 
Westlund himself, before charges are laid. 

“Investigators want to speak with him, 
so they are waiting for him to recover," 
O’Dwyer said. “This is a fairly involved 
investigation, so it will take some time."

According to government officials and 
industry professionals the production of 
coal bed methane (CBM) in Alberta will 
never impact or harm the environment, 
the groundwater supply, or one’s health. 

The production of CBM in Alberta is 
being questioned by a number of 
Albertans, and as such a group of 
landowners and environmentalists have 
been touring around the Province passing 
out the message that, “CBM production is 
ruining land, water, and people’s health." 

Coal bed methane, typically referred to 
as CBM is natural gas - typically methane - 
found within coal seams under the 
ground. CBM used to be referred to as the 
trash gas'. It is the gas which used to kill 
the canaries in underground coal mines. 

One of those speakers was Jessica 
Ernst, a woman who owns 50 aces of land 
just outside of the hamlet of Rosebud, 
near Drumheller. 

At a recent meeting where she spoke 
she talked about being able to light her tap 
water on fire because there is so much 
methane in it, which she is blaming on the 
drilling of CBM wells and fracturing. 

"It's really hard to believe that you are 
being poisoned by your own water," she 
said. "I believe we are up against a huge 
war for water. Water is needed for life, the 
water is just one impact of CBM (well pro¬ 
duction)." < 

Besides Ernst, who also runs an envi¬ 
ronmental consulting business, two 
Americans spoke. These two women 
painted a scary picture of contaminated 
groundwater supply, evaporation ponds 
which killed cattle when they drank it, 
sterilized land, among other things that 
didn’t make anyone in the room question 
if CBM production is a safe thing to do. 

The things which the speakers say have 
occurred in the United States could never 
and will never happen here, says the 
Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) 
spokesperson, Bob Curran. 

“I don’t know what the guidelines are 
like in Colorado or any of these other 
places (in the United States), but what I 
can tell you is this: the tilings they are 
alleging have happened in the US could 
not happen in Alberta without severe 
repercussions to any company that dared 
to perpetrate those types of things. It just 
wouldn’t happen here. Companies know 
that if they break the rules they will suffer 
consequences," Curran said. 

One company which knows the guide¬ 
lines and rules they must follow very well 
is MGV Energy, whose main business is 


drilling CBM wells throughout Central 
Alberta. 

Doreen Rempel of MGV Energy, who 
was present at the CBM meeting held in 
Trochu where these people spoke, said 
that her company works very closely with 
the government and landowners to ensure 
that everything is being done to protect 
everyone’s interests. 

“The impacts of CBM are very minimal," 
Rempel said, adding that the guidelines 
and regulations MGV Energy has to com¬ 
ply wouldn’t ever make it possible for an 
oil company in Alberta to min the water 
supply, environment, or pose any types of 
health risks to nearby landowners. 

In the production of CBM there is, at 
times, saline water brought to the surface 
in the production of the natural gas. Saline 
(salt) water will sterilize land and nothing 
will grow if it ever comes in contact with 
the surface. 

The speakers from the US explained 
how saline water from CBM wells has 
been spread across fields and ruined good 
pasture grounds for cattle, and also how 
oil companies have set up evaporation 
ponds which the saline water is placed in; 
however, according to the speakers the 
ponds aren’t lined properly and have once 
again mined the land. 

Most of the coal seams where the nat¬ 
ural gas is deposited throughout the 
Horseshow Canyon basin, according to 
Rempel, have been naturally de¬ 
watered, so when the gas is brought to 
the surface there is no saline they have 
to deal with; however, in the cases 
where saline is brought to the surface it 
is injected back into the ground using 
injector wells. 

The water, according to Rempel, never 
touches the ground and in no way under 
the strict regulations that they have to fol¬ 
low could it. 

Rempel also pointed out that in Alberta 
oil companies are not allowed to use evap¬ 
oration ponds to dispose of saline waters, 
they all have to be injected back into the 
subsurface. 

There is no way that a CBM well could 
affect one’s groundwater, MGV Energy 
believes. According to Rempel the compa¬ 
ny has a cement lining between the well 
and the subsurface, so no contaminents 
could ever get out of the well. 

“That is a government regulated 
process," she explained. “It Isn’t anything 
new. That has been happening in Alberta 
for decades." 

During the drilling process, and even 
after the well is active, there are many 
guidelines that need to be followed.

County Habitat for Humanity builds on hold 


Mountain View Habitat for Humanity is an organiza¬ 
tion which enables lower income families and individu¬ 
als to own their own home. Formed five years ago, 
Mountain View Habitat has the smallest population 
base of any Habitat in Canada. So it was with great 
pride that they completed their first house in Cremona 
this last fall. 

During the five years, there has been a large number 
of people involved as board members, committee mem¬ 
bers and volunteers. Unfortunately at this time, they 
are unable to proceed with any further builds in the 
county until their membership numbers increase. Over 
the last year and a half, they have seen 6 members 
move away, 4 return to school, 1 leave for health issues 
and 2 retire after the Cremona build. This has decimat¬ 
ed their numbers and left them without enough people 
to organize the Sundre build and left them in danger 
of losing their charitable organization status. "It has 
been our experience that volunteers to work directly 
on the build and donations are easier to find than find¬ 
ing new the board members for the organization. 
Unfortunately without an organizing body of board 
members and committee members the builds cannot go 
ahead," said Linda Hogg, secretary for the local organi¬ 
zation. 

Habitat for Humanity, through donations of money, 
labour and materials, is able to build homes with and 
provide no-inlerest mortgages to lower income families. 
Family selection is based on financial need, need of 
different housing, ability to take on the responsibility of 
home ownership, ability to repay the mortgage and will¬ 
ingness to put in 500 hours of sweat equity towards the 
home and the community.

Humanity is having a membership drive in hopes that 
they will still be able to proceed with the slated Sundre 
build for this summer. Board Members must be 18 or 
older while committee members have no age restric¬ 
tions.

Town council has can¬ 
celled plans to conduct a 
municipal census this 
spring because councillors 
have learned government 
grants are based on federal 
census results.

is where the 
benefits of 
higher popula¬ 
tion come from. ”

Council first approved 
holding a municipal cen¬ 
sus after administration 
said it would be a benefit 
to the community because 
the population would 
increase by at least 450 
people. 

This increase would help 
the town receive more 
grants in the future from 


the provincial and federal 
governments, which are 
usually based on per capi¬ 
ta. 

Therefore the town 
could recoup the $6,000 
the census would cost. 

Administration felt a 
municipal census was a 
good idea, even though a 
federal census was also to 
be conducted this year. 

Alana Gibson, town 
planning and development 
assistant, attended a train¬ 
ing session in Edmonton 
and learned that even if a 
municipal census was 
done, the government 
would still use the federal 
census numbers when the 
town applies for a grant. 

“We did not conduct a 


municipal census because 
federal ami provincial 
grants are based on the 
official federal census and 
that is where the benefits 
of higher population come 
from,” said mayor Dorothy 
Moore. 

Moore also said the town 
“would not be interested in 
having the population 
numbers be higher for 
costs that we pay per per¬ 
son.” 

Presently the town is 
using numbers from the 
2001 census when apply¬ 
ing for grants. 

Since then the town has 
had 204 home starts. 

The 2006 federal census 
results will not be ready 
until sometime in 2007.

MVCU sees record year in growth

Growth in loans, assets and deposits 
made 2005 a record-breaking year for the 
Mountain View Credit Union (MVCU). 

During the 29th annual general meeting 
last Thursday, members of the MVCU 
learned that loans increased 17 per cent, 
now totalling $250 million, assests 
increased 22 per cent from 2005 totalling 
$311 million, and deposits increased $55 
million bringing them up to $290 million. 

Profit for the year, after $500,000 of 
taxes was deducted, is $1, 455, 000. 

“This was a very good year. We’ve seen a 
lot of growth,” said Norris Thompson, 
MVCU general manager. “Dividend paid 


out was five percent on common shares, a 
two percent rebate on loan interests, and 
a two percent bonus on deposit interest.” 

The actual total amount returned to its 
members was $758,000. 

With two new branches under their belt 
the MVCU’s memberships grew to 18,872, 
from last year’s 17,785. 

The three terms ending on the board of 
directors were Board president Vance van 
Dam, Jean Whittaker and Otto Hoff. The 
three were re-elected for another term. 

“We won’t know who our president is 
until our organizational meeting on Mar. 
27, but hopefully Vance will be re-elected,” 
said Thompson. “We have a strong board 
who is very well focused. They provide the 
required direction for the Credit Union

and they have the experience and capabil¬ 
ity to provide direction to the Credit 
Union in the future.” 

The board is hoping to continue to see 
growth, even though they presently have 
no plans of opening another branch. 

“We want to see growth in all areas; ag, 
commercial and consumer, and in all our 
ten branches,” said Thompson. “Members 
seemed very positive and we are all look¬ 
ing forward to a successful 2006.” 

Van Dam added the Credit Union is grow¬ 
ing due to the growth in all its communities. 

“All the communities are seeing growth 
and so we are seeing growth; especially in 
our bigger centres,” said van Dam. “Our 
financial statements speak for them¬ 
selves."

Aside from the govern¬ 
ment regulations MGV 
Energy says that they con¬ 
sult with rural landowners 
and try their best to get any 
concerns met and 
addressed prior to drilling 
beginning. 

“We like to talk about 
win-win situations,” 

Rempel said. “We are 
always willing to talk to 
landowners, and try to get 
their questions answered." 

One of the complaints 
which the landowner near 
Rosebud had was about the 
noise of compressors 
involved with CBM produc¬ 
tion. 

According to Rempel 
MGV Energy, even though 
it’s not required, stations all 
of its compressors together 
for numerous wells in one 
central location. They try to 
locate the compressor sta¬ 
tions as far away from resi¬ 
dential homes as possible. 

Rempel says that CBM is 
a reliable, long-term source 
of natural gas that everyone 
uses in their homes, offices, 
and businesses each day, 
and this is the reason why 
companies like MGV 
Energy see the benefit of 
drilling these wells, which 
she believes are 100 per 
cent safe. 

“People realize that (CBM 
production) is a reliable 
source (and) we require 
higher densities, and this is 
a good solution,” she said. 
“We have to co-exist, we 
have a fundamental right to 
the access of our mineral 
rights and landowners have 
the right to er\joy and use 
their land. We have to learn 
how to co-exist." 

According to Curran he 
says that the EUB has done 
extensive research into a 
number of complaints and 
it has lieen determined that 
CBM protection, to date in 
Allierta, has not been the 
reason why some water 
wells have appeared to lose 
pressure or the quality has 
decreased. 

“There is no evidence to 
support (affecting water 
wells),” he said. “We are a 
very vigilant and strict regu- 


ahout anywhere in Alberta 
you could drill down and 
hit a coal seam because we 
have that much coal in this 
Province.” 

The EUB is a very strict 
regulator, Curran says, and 
even though there are no 
specific regulations that 
relate to CBM production, 
there are ample rules which 
will ensure no oil and gas 
production of any kind will 
affect the environment. 


lator. Any suggestion that 
somehow these companies 
can come in and do things 
that would allow them to 
compromise the quality of 
groundwater, under our 
rules is simply untrue.” 

Curran says in the 
Rosebud area where 
Jessica Ernst lives there 
has been methane found in 
the water wells in that area 
for decades, long before 
CBM production came into 
the picture. 

“In the Rosebud area 
because a lot of water wells 
are completed in coal 
seams they have had 
methane in water wells for 
decades, it’s a common 
problem, and actually just

to the lowest low 

“Wasted Angels” play, a real life account of the drug

A high on methamphetamine (crystal meth) leaves you 
feeling an artifical self-confidence and gives you what is 
labelled a “superman syndrome", according to AADAC, 
but once those symptoms fade you are left feeling lethar¬ 
gic, depressed, withdrawn and in many cases suicidal. 

Meth is a highly addictive drug that is produced in a 
clandestine laboratory setting. It appears either off-white, 
crystalline power, brown granules, or transparent crys¬ 
tals. 

It sells for as cheap as $10 to $15 for 1/10 of a gram, 
which is almost half the price of cocaine, and people can 
become hooked after just one hit, according to the RCMP 
“K" division. 

What makes meth one of Alberta’s most popular drug; it 
is highly addictive, production of it is easy, and the poten¬ 
tially high profits to its producers.

“This is a mind-altering drug, and people can become 
addicted after only one use," said Cpl. Kevin Fischer, 
Didsbury RCMP. “With extended use this drug can kill a 
peron.” 

Crystal Meth can take a completely rational person and 
turn them into an irrational person in just a few minutes, 
according to Cpl. Fischer. He also said it Ls used by a vari¬ 
ety of ages, from early secondary school to late adult¬ 
hood.

“This is the most powerful and detennental drug that is 
out there right now,” said Cpl. Fischer. “A person on the 
dnig can be completely unpredictable and irrational. 
There is a huge risk of harm to themselves and those 
around them. They have a feeling of invincibility.” 

Although the drug has been noted in our community, it 
is not yet a common problem. 

“It is being more and more introduced into the commu¬ 
nity,” said Cpl. Fischer. “It Ls readily available in Calgary 
and Red Deer, and is occasionally available in Didsbury.” 

Goerge McLeod, drug educator for Chinook’s Edge 
School Division says, although not a big problem yet, this 
dnig has been a problem for some students in the division. 

“1 have had a few kids in the whole division talk to me 
about Crystal Meth, kids who have had experience with 


it,” said McLeod. “It is definitely out there though, and 
students can access it." 

McLeod, who will be answering questions March 27 fol¬ 
lowing the presentation of the play “Wasted Angels" at the 
Multi-Purpose Room in the Memorial Complex, says 
awareness of what this dnig can do, is the key to stopping 
it from becoming a bigger problem. 

“Wasted Angels” which will take place at 7 p.m. depicts 
what happens when this drug comes into your life, and 
has been called “captivating”. 

“This play provides the community an opportunity to 
become more familiar with the perils of the dnig,” said 
Cpl. Fischer. “This can help prevent any dnig problem.” 

Wasted Angels is not only for parents to see, but every¬ 
one is encouraged to come. 

“We thought people needed to be informed about 
Crystal Meth," said Katie Lutz, crime prevention coordi¬ 
nator for Didsbury. “Awareness is one of the best ways of 
prevention, and although this is not a problem here yet, it 
is on its way.” 

Lutz added that with its availablity and price, if the 
community is not careful it could take over. 

“The effects this drug can have on a community is dam¬ 
aging, so let’s beat the problem by prevention not reac¬ 
tion.” 

There is also a morning perfomance of the play, which 
still has some room left for spectators. 

If you would like to attend the morning performance at 
10 a.m. call Katie at 335-7354. 

“This drug is in our backyard so tomorrow is not the 
time to deal with it, the community needs to take action 
now," said Cpl. Fischer. “This is a highly respected play 
and it would be of value for anyone to attend.”

Focus on the Family 

The dangers of inheritance 

- I)R. DOBSON 

Focus on the fam ily _ 

Question: 

My wife and I are approaching our retirement years, and we 
have been very blessed financially. We own several large business¬ 
es and will have a sizable estate to pass on to our three children. 
How do you feel about leaving large amounts of money to the next 
generation, and is there a right and wrong way to do it? 

My views on that subject may not be what you want to hear, but I can only tell you 
what I've observ ed and what 1 firmly believe. In a word, I'm convinced that it is very dan¬ 
gerous to give large amounts of money to kids who haven't earned it 

A sociological study published some time ago, called "Rich Kids, 1 ' validated the con¬ 
cerns I have observ ed. The authors of that study concluded that large trust ftmds are usu¬ 
ally destructive to those who inherit them. The case studies they cited were convincing. 

Human history also confirms the dangerous influence of money. Men and women have 
lusted for it, killed for it, died for it, and gone to hell for it. Money has come between the 
best of friends and brought down the proud and mighty. And alas, it has tom millions of 
marriages limb from limb! 

It s also been my observation that nothing will divide siblings more quickly than 
money. Giving them a large inheritance increases the probability of tension and dishar¬ 
mony within a family. Your sons and daughters will fight over control of your businesses 
and they’ll resent those who are designated as decision makers. Some of them will lose 
their motivation to be responsible and will experiment with various addictive behaviours 
- from gambling to alcoholism. 

There are exceptions to these negative consequences, of course, and some people do 
handle wealth and power gracefully. But it is a difficult assignment at best and one that 
requires the greatest maturity and self-control. 

The question to ask is whether or not leaving large amounts of money to offspring is 
worth the risk it imposes on those you love. You must decide if you want to remove from 
your children the challenges that helped you succeed - the obligation to work hard, live 
frugally, save, build and produce by the sweat of your brow. Do you feel right about 
replacing tlud need for discipline and industry with a ready-made empire that can be mis¬ 
handled or squandered? 

Please understand that I know this view Ls unconventional. One of the reasons people 
work so hard is so their children won't liave to. They love their kids immeasurably and 
want to make things easier for them. Further, they’ve invested a lifetime in the develop¬ 
ment of a busin<*ss and the accumulation of wealth. Are they now going to sell it and walk 
away? That's an unpleasant prospect for any parent. 1 can't make that decision for oth¬ 
ers, of course. My obligation is simply to present the Issue as I see it. And in my experi¬ 
ence, the inheritance of wealth Ls threatening to family relationships, self-discipline, spir¬ 
itual commitment and responsible living. It should be done only with great care, years of 
preparation and much prayer.
